The efforts of the Administration 
to stop inflation by “tight money” 
have not succeeded, and there is a 
stpong tendency to blame the wage 
inegeases obtained by organized }a- 
bor. for that negative resuJt. The 
companies that pay ‘the increased 
wages promptly raise prices when 
Wages are raised, and blame the 
increased pay. 

But there are several things to 
remember before blaming the work-

to onethird. So if labor getS a 
10 perjcent rise in pay, a 4 per 
cent rig in price is ample to cover 
their intreased costs.

Setback on Trade 


Action of the House Ways and Means Cém- 
mittee in shélving the Administration's OTC bill 
for the second time may well mean that the en- 
tire reciprocal trade agreement policy is in 
danger. - “ % , 

The reciprocal trade act expires June 30 next 


year. The slccess of tis) tionist lobby in| 
| stalling elatively easute to make the 
United. i &@ member Of the Organization for 


Trade Co-operation, which is to administer the 
General Agreement .on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT), suggests that the underlying legisla- 
tion for reciprocal fariff reduction, in effect 
since the early..30’s,.will face a rougher than 
usual renewal fight mext year. 

The act has been renewed so many times— 
though om some ocgasions only with crippling 
amendmeénts-— that many advocates of liberal 


- trade policies have come to take it for granted. 


But as the New. York Journal of Commerce has 
warned, renewal in 1958 can be defeated—and 
“that is very likely to happen if the Administra- 
tion does mék once again grasp the initiative, 


“and hgving graspediit, keep it.” 


Flabby leadership rim the Administration is 
‘undoubtedly “zesporisible . for the OTC fiasco. 
Last. yea. the’ House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee approved the bill by a vote of 17 to 7, with 
six of the seven opposition votes coming from 
Republicans... There is little doubt that the 
Democrats. with some Republican help could 
have voted the bill out of Committee this year. 
But the Demoerats warned the White House 
many weeks ago that they would not again carry 
the ball in committee unless the Administration 
did something to win over Republican votes for 
OTC in the House proper. 

This warning undoubtedly reflected in part 
the rising protectionist sentiment among Sguth- 
ern Democrats who used to be ardent “free 
traders.” The Democratic leadership declined 
to stir up the protectionists on that side of the 
aisle unless the Administration did the same on 
the Republican side. On the whole, however, this 
attitude was justified in view of last year’s rec- 
ord. For it was Repibiigan opposition then that 
blocked the bill after the Democrats had com-. 
mitted themselves .te it. 

The loss of OTC is discouraging but not fatal. 
The reciproetal trade program continues, GATT 
continues. But next year the fight over the re- 
newal of the reciprecal trade act will be for 
keeps. Unless P ent Eisenhower learns by 
then that it is not enough to issue pious homilies 
in favor of Hberal international trade, that policy 
may receive q seyere setback.

Nonpolitical City Courts 

Two ‘substantial reforms in the St. Louis mu- 
nicipal court system*would flow from adoption 
of the proposed new City Charter on Aug. 6. 
First, the new Charter would take the courts 
out of politics. Second, it would greatly reduce 
the possibilities of “conflicts of interest” aris- 
ing out of their operation. 

Under the present outmoded Charter, judges 
of the City Court (police court) are patronage 
appointees of the Mayor. They usually are 
selected not so much for their ability or judicial 
temperament as for what they have done to help 
the Mayor win election. The new Charter would 
put an end to the spoils system in the courts. 
The guiding principle in the selection of judges 
as well as of the City Marshal and the City 
Court. Clerk would be merit, not political 
regularity. 

The Marshal and the Clerk, servants of the 
court, would be put under the municipal merit 
system where they certainly belong. The judges 
would be nominated by a Charter-created Non- 
partisan Judicial Commission modeled after 
Missouri's nonpartisan court plan. 

Members of the Judicial Commission would 
be the Presiding Judge of the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, a lawyer appointed by the Circuit Court 
judges and a non-lawyer appointed by the 
Mayor. Whenever a vacancy occurred on the 
City Court bench, the Commission would submit 
a list of three nominees to the Mayor. He 
would be required to appoint one of the three. 

The new Charter algo requires that “each 
judge shall devote. full time to the duties of 
his office and shall not engage in the private 
practice of law.” The job now is considered 
part-time and the judges are free to practice 
This is an unwholesome 
situation, containing as it does real dangers of 
confliets of interest between a judge's responsi- 
bilities in the courtroom and those growing out 
of his relation to his clients. The proposed pro- 
hibition against judges practicing law on the 
side is clearly in the public interest. 

A change that would simplify the internal 
workings of the court also is provided in the 
new Charter. At present the City Court has 
two divisions, one having jurisdiction over the 
south side of the city and the other over the 
north. The judges must divide their work on 
the basis of geography rather than the type of 
case. The new Charter gives each division city- 
wide jurisdiction. This ought to permit a more 
orderly division of the work load for greater ef- 
ficiency and perhaps greater justice. 
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Integration in Arkansas 

While Arkansas ts aligned with the Deep 
South in the fight against-civil rights legislation 
in Washington, the state is definitely not part 
of the Deep Sotth In ‘it§ approach to public 
school iritegregation. Arkansas is approaching 
integration with gradualism and caution, but it 
is approaching the issue. 

Arkansas’ three largest cities will begin grad- 
ual desegregation of public schools next fall. 
The Fort Smith school board has voted to begin 
desegregation by enrolling about 12 Negro 
children in the first grade next fall, without 
reference to race. Each succeeding first grade 
class will then be infegrated until the process 
is complete ‘for all 12 grades. 

Little’ Rotk is approaching ‘integration from 
the top graie rather than from the bottom, 
That is, the city’s plan, as approved by federal 
courts, calls for integration first in the high 
schools. Van Buren, in response to a court 
order, plans a similar move in September. No 
Little Rock -also has a high school integration 
plan ready for the fall term. 

Before this year, five Arkansas school dis-~ 
tricts had desegregated either totally or in part: 
Fayetteville, Charleston, Hoxie, Bentonville and 
Hot Springs. : 

The Arkansas experience is certainly far from 
satisfying champions of speedy integration; 
neither does it please the segregationists in the 
state. But the fact remains that in this un- 
deniably Southern state infegration is moving 
aliead slowly and sometimes almost tentatively 
—but still ahead. 


Partition Is Not Solution 

Apparently the British Government is near 
the* point of exhaustion in its search for a solu- 
tion td the long irksome problem of the island 
of Cyprus. Only utter frustration could drive 
London to contemplating partition of the island. 

Eighty per cent of the Cypriots are of Greek 
extraction and they have shown that they will 
accept nothing less than union with Greece. The 
remaining 20 per cent are almost all Turks and 


’ they have: made plain that they will not tolerate 


union with Greece. Both sides frequently have 
indulged: in. violence and even killings. How 


‘ well they would.-get along together on a rela- 


tively small island divided ‘by partition is highly 
debatable. 
Within the last 50 years partition has been 


« used in approaching the problems of six coun- 
tries* It has created Ireland and Eire, India and . 


Pakistan, North and South. Viet Nam, North and 


‘South Korea, East and West Germany, and Is - 


rael. In most of these instances the troubles 
of the split nations have remained far from 
settled. Partition might bring peace temporarily 
to Cyprus but usually it is a substitute for the 
political settlement needed for permanent tran- 
qguility. 
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_ Still Better Than Nothing 

Senate anti-trust investigators recently heard 
some impressive testimony from J. K. Galbraith, 
professor of economics at Harvard University, 
about the uneven impact of Government credit 
restraints. 

The most briskly competitive sectors of the 
economy are particularly hit, he said, but indus- 
tries where price competition is at ‘a minimum 
feel the effects much less or not at all. Where

As explained in 
the’ General Assembly, the Governor is 
expected to cdime to Norfolk and try 
to persuade the child, his parents, and

Our Mixed-Up Economy 


THE POLITICS OF INDUSTRY, by 
Walton Hamilton. (Knopf, 169 pgs. 
$3.50.) 


The versatile author of this highly 
readable book of lectures is a philoso- 
pher, economist, and lawyer, f with 
tongue and pen. He dissects America’s 
“mixed economy” and finds that it is 
not a system wherein public and pri- 
vate enterprise each has its own well- 
defined sphere, It is “mixed,” instead, 
because the private industry which 
composes most of it is at once an 
informal government. Private control 
in comparatively few hands (despite 
the anti-trust laws), supported by a 
system of public sanctions and sub- 
sidies, tends to 
shape our lives. 
“Private enter- 
a traditionally 

run for profit, 
and its managers 
therefore feel that 
their primary obli- 
gation is to the 
stockholders, The 
impact of corpo- 
rate policy, how-. 
ever, -falls heavily 
on other groups 
than stockholders: 
labor, farmers, con- 
sumers, everybody. 
Thus the political 
Mr. Hamilton says, “is te 
make sure that the corporation . ... 
will adequately serve all of the inter- 
ests dependent upon it.” 

The publisher’s blurb calls this a 
“radical” book, but it is so only in the 
sense that it seeks the roots. In com- 
mon parlance, it would be “radical” 
only in the atmosphere of 1927—an 
atmosphere which may, indeed, be 
creeping onto us again after nearly 30 
years of well-deserved repose. Mr. 
Hamilton is not radical, but critical, 
and to his searching criticism he 
brings wit, wisdom, and felicity of 
phrase. In some ways, indeed, he is 
not even modern. He scoffs a bit at 
the effort of the modern social scien- 
tists to observe, deduce, and embody 
verified truth in scientific theory. Such 
theory, he implies, must be either so 
general as to useless, or so riddled 
with exceptions as to be me 
For, he insists, there is no uniformity 
in our industrial culture; the “vari- 
ables” are endless, and they prolif- 
erate daily. ,

Statements made by Donald 
Joseph Wedler, 23 years old, to 
a lie detector expert, were given 
to Lt. Gov. Paul M. Herbert, 
counsel for Dr. Samuel Shep- 
pard, Cleveland osteopath serv- 
ing a life term for his wife's 
murder. 

Herbert did not give report- 
ers the unpublished details of 
the Sheppard murder that Wed- 
ler mentioned while being ques- 
tioned by Alex Gregory, a lie 
detector expert, in Deland, Fla. 

Sheppard himself will under- 
go a lie detector examination by 

regory, it was announced after 
Ohio Gov. C. William O'Neill 
authorized the test on the basis 
of the “confession” made by 
Wedler. 

Time for Test Not Set. 

Ohio penitentiary warden 
Ralph Alvis said he talked by 
telephone with Erle Stanley 
Gardner of the “Court of Last 
Resort” in Florida and pro- 


posed the lie detector test be | 


given next week. He said Gard- | 
ner, however, did not know 
when the test would be given. 
Alvis said he doubted Gardner 
would set a definite time for 
the test before the first of the 
week. 

The Governor authorized the 
lie-detector test at Sheppard's 
request. O'Neill said that this 
was the first time that Sheppard 
had asked to take atest. It will 
be given in Ohio penitentiary 
here where he is serving a life 
sentence for second-degree 
murder. 

Sheppard had refused to un- 
dergo a lie-detector test during 
the investigation of the July 4, 
1954, murder of Mrs. Sheppard 
on the ground that it would not 
be “impartial.” But Sheppard 
maintained his innocence 
throughout the trial and sub- 
sequent appeals to higher 
courts. 

Wedler told reporters in De- 
land last night that he entered | 
a Cleveland home on the night | 
Mrs. Sheppard was killed, beat 
a woman with a steel pipe as 
she slept and then struck some- 
one who rushed upstairs. 

Husband’s Contention. 

Sheppard maintained 
throughout the trial that he 
was lying on couch on the night 
of the murder and rushed up- 
stairs when he heard a noise 
only to be knocked unconscious 
by a bushy-haired intruder. 

Even so, Cleveland authori- 
ties remained skeptical about 
the Wedler confession, noting 
‘discrepancies. For instance, 
i Wedler said he struck the 
woman only a few times while 
an autopsy report showed she 
had been bludgeoned about 35 
times. 

Wedler, who was the twenty- 
fifth person to “confess” the
